The Southern States—Radienl Reconstrues
tion oo ks Last Legs.
Fromthe N. Y. Hovald.

Our readers will have motived that in most
of the Apesches of prondivent Southern leads
ors, recently delivered, the colored voter has
formgd & theme of mwore thau mere passing
interest, To-day we add 1o the number ex-
tracts from s epeech delivered by a distin.
guished representative of “Young South,”
Genéral James B. tordon, of Georgla, and from
& letter on the subject written upon the more
matare Judgment of Mr. James B. Campbell,
of South Carolina. These appeals and warn-
ings cannet be withont their effeot upon the
colored population of the Bouth, and that they
are destrnrd to produoce & revolation i the
mivdas of the colorsl voters in favor of their
former masters Feems to be as olear as the faot
that the inflnence of the Northern adventurers
over the freedmen is fast waning. There is
nothiog at all extrsordivary in this. The
uniutored megroes have discoverad that the
promises of their newly found Northern frisnds
are shams and delusions, and thelr pataral
instinet leads them to distrust all who have
once decelved them. In no instance have the
pledges of their radicsl allies been carried out.
At I.Es outget they promised them forty aores
of land and®a pair of mules if they would vote
the radical tieket. They obeyed instructions,
buot have never seen either land or mules.
They were az¢ured that they should possess
the confiscated hounses and lands of the Hebel
leaders. This the radicsls failed to carry ont
from fear of the indignation the atrocity of the
act would creats thivughout the North. They
were told that they should hold seats in Con-

ress, in the Btate Legislatures, and in the City

onnoils, and iu all reapeots enjoy every civil
right and prerogative possessed by the white
man. In all thess promises they have besn
deceived and chested. They have neither
lands mor mules; they possess no confiseated
plantations; they hold no seats in Congress,
and only a few days ago a batch of their co-
lored brethren were expelled from & Southern
Legislature by the vote of uearly every white
radical in it. The sensible portion of the
Bouthern colored population begin to realize
that thoge Northern adventurers who have
located among them have no lands Lo give;
while on the vther hand they ses that their
late masters have and that those masters are
disposed to treat them with kindness and with
& proper considerativu of their newly enfran-
chised oondition. Heuve it is no wonder that
the Bouthern colored voter is in & political po-
pition Whlul.l, with very l.tla .ldn)j[negg’ 0an
be turned to the advantage of their old mas-
ters, leaving the treacherous carpet-baggers to
their fate.

Now, then, comes the opportunity of the
Bouthern leaders. Witk the assistance of the
votes of the colored populstion they can ssoure
ascendancy in nearly every one of the South-
ern Btates, and that avcomplished down goes
radical recoustruction of its own volition, and
up goes the ¢ra of Southern restoration.
Therefore is it that leaders like Wade Hamp-
ton, Forrest, Toombs, Henry A. Wise, A, ﬁ
Btephens, General vordon, Judge Campbell,
lmdphnndredu ol others distinguished for their

a fivger to disturb it, and professing to be better
lovers of republican instilntions apd better
friends of human freedom than those who
fought to defend the one and proocurs the
other, we see them the same bold, impulsive,
plucky, vebewent, presumpinons, and anda-
cious political leaders. In sagacity and
cunning they eoubMachiavelll Machiavelli.
They play the gume of the astute and subtls
old Italian statesman better than he could
himself, aud in & way, indeed, to charm the
very bones of that ancient political philosopher
out of their tomb. The bitter feuds in lialy
excited by Machiavelli, the arraying of one
gide ainst auotber, the sharp corners Le
turned in his diplomacy, his intrigues, combi-
nations and machinations, afford no parallel to
the keenness, ewvergy, and intepsity of the
Bouthern political philosophers of onr day.

What the Zimes refers to s an exception
rather exemplities the rule. The snhmission
of the Bonuth to the will of the people as
declared iu the Presidential election of 1560,
was, in one aspeot, too absolute aud complats,
When the result of the election bepuue kuow,
tne Fouth did not object to Abrahaw Liusoln
being President of the United States. Thlay
fully acquiesced in that; but determined that
their section should be no longer a part of (ks
country of whith he was the duly elected
Chief Magistrate. They also fully accepted,

85 a result of the election, the exolasion of
slavery from all the Territorivs of the
United Btates. They meant to seize and

hold as large a portion of these Territories ng
they were able; but they had no thought
of disturbing the decision of the peopls
that in such Territories as continusd (o be
held, or should alterwards be acquired, by
the United States, there shoald be no slavery,
The SBouth might bave contested this rezult
of the election on good grounds and witl 1al
hopes of success, as both Houses of Congio:s
and the Soprems Conrt were on their sile,
But a majority of the Northern peopls baviog
decided against them, they surrenderad those
great advantages to the controlling forve of
public opinion, and fell back on what thay
then believed to be their constitutional right
of sevession. It was the euppospd impos:i-
bility of resisting, for any lengibk of time, the
flat of public opinion, that impelled them
npon their mad and suividal course. We sab-
wit, therefore, that the Zimes’ alloged excep-
tion rather confirms the rale,

Whether that exception ba real or only sp-
parent, the rule itselt i8 ackvowledged. It is
gale to assume that, in sceordance with it, the
minority will peaceably subwit to the result
ol this Presidentisl slection, and snrerendvr the
Réconstruction policy which the majority of
the people will have condemned. Dut as the
whole drift of Republivan slectioneering mili-
tates agaiust such a snpposition, we wish that
the Ximes, or soms cther organ of the party,
would be explicit and tell ils readers whether
the new policy i to ba persisted in, if & ma
Jority of the people shall, by their voles in this
election, repodiate §t.

This, however, we have sald—that the only
method of eflecting changs which ths loyal
Eentiment of the conntry will allow, is that
which Federal or local law presoribes. In
feven of the Southern States the Reconstruo-
ton s0ls bave been superseded by the system
they were intended to establish. The new
constitutions and the National Constitution,
as amwended by the fourteenth addition, defins
tho wethods aud couditions of change; and
theee, even subrequent Congresses must re-
fpoct,  The repesl of the Reconstruction sots
Lo-orrow would effect wnolbiog, save in the
three Blates whion are still governed by them,
In the other Sintes, looal Coustitutions are in
full toree, and local governwments are at work
under them, These are accomplished faots,
which the Democratio party cannot disregard
withont plauging iuto insu rrection.

To liken respuct for luw to the afirmation of
its nuchangeableness, and to pretend that the
mainienavoe of authority as now existing as
againgt Demoorstic thrests is despotic and
Jevolitioniry is to blend falsehood with folly.
The only party to which “lawless designs”
may with the elightest truth be imputed, is
the Demooratic party, which proposes to set
arids geven Constituntions, without consulting

[ the mujority who framed and enacted them,

and to upsel seven goveroments formed noder
the law, and now in peaceful operation. If the
party vonld sceomplish its ends without vio-
lating organic law, national or local, we shounld
have nothiog to say except as to the injustioe
or inexpediency of its action. Bat it contem-
plates no cach liwitation. It threatens to en-
foroe disfranchisement in spite of law, and to
ro-establish “‘white men’s governments” in
defianos of constitutional hindranoes. Exeon-
tive usurpation, and the exercise of force by
the disloyal orgasizations which abound
thronghont the Bonth, are the means relied
upon by the Dewocratio lerders; and the nse
of these means wonld coustitate revolation.

The Constitntion of Georgin.
Fyom the N, F. Tribune,

On examioation of the Constitution of the
State of Guorgia, we find the legal aspects of
the guestion whether colored men have the
right to Lold office nuder that Coustitation to
be a8 tollows:—The present Coustitution oon-
1siuz wo clanse expressly defining who shall
or who shall vot holl offios, except provisions
that persons couvicted of treason, embezzle-

{ ment of poblic funds, malfeasance in office or

bribery, aud folons, idiots and insane psrsons,
sud pergons guilly of dueling, shall not hold

office. It these olauses stood alone, any
fair court wounld be compelled to Infer
ftom  the careful exclusion of so many

clagses from holding office, aud from the
fuilure to inelude golored men in the excluded
class, that colored men had the right to hold
office. The Constitution contmns the usual
Clunse that “‘asch House shall be the judgs of
the elections, returns, and qualifications of
its mewbers.” Its clanse relative to fran-
ohise and elections makes every male adalt
purson born in the United States, or natural-
ized, or who has declared his intention to ba-
coins & citizen, an eleclor, subject to certain
qualifications of residence and oaths,

The clange, however, under which gll the
Dewoeratic and a few of the Republioan mem-
bers have uuited in declaring blacks ineligible
1o office, and in ejecting the twenty-five ool-
ored members from the Swte Legislature, is
the following:—

with the new Coustitation of Gieorgia, or with
the laws of Congress. We have examined
ear¢fully the Copstitution adopted in 1798
and in force down to the year 1860, and it
makes wo distinetion of color, either as
respecis holdivg office or voling. Voting ia
fonnded on otizenszbip only, We have not
st hand the Irwin’s code referred to in the
ebove clause, but our correspondents state
unguelifiedly that it containg no such clanse.
It is most tmprobable that any provigion ex-
vlnding uwegroes from holding office shonld
Lave been adopted duriog the Rebellion, when
uone such had existed from 1798 down to
1800, and when the Rebellion was founded on
plavery aud exclogded the mnegro even from
the oitizenship. It seoma to be plain, there-
fore, that the Demoorailo party in Georgla
bave inferred that pegroes were oconstitution-
ally exoluded (rom holding ofice prior to and
duriog the Rebellion on acoonut of their color.
TLis inference is wholly unfounded. They
were exolnded omly because they were not

citizenn, They bave now becoms oitizens.
Mo oomatitation of the Blate ever exoladed
thaxo on aeconnt of color, Therefore the only

exclusion undgr whioh they ever rested has
been rewoved, and the vole of expulsion 18

olearly as w; in law a8 it i8 unjust politi.
uil{‘.ﬂ As mfi # question not merely of tho
qualifioations of sortain members of the Legis-
lature, but of the eligibility of all parsons of &
certain race to hold office, the deoision of the
Legislature of Georgia is subject to be over.
raled by the Courts, and the question will
doubiless be brought in sbms form before the
Supreme Court of the United Btates. As the
logical result of the exclusion of a race from
holding office won'd be their fataurs exolusion
from the right of suffrage, the effsct of the
aotion of Georgla will be to impress Congress
more fully with the necessity of passing a uni-
form eunflrage act for all the States.

Bome Demooratio jonrnals have hastily as-
fnmed that, besanse of the passage of the act
for the admission of Georgia into the Union,
Congresa has no farther power over the ques-
tions involved in the expnlsion of these mem-
bers, This presnmption is clearly unwar-
ranted. The sot readmitting Georgia to the
Union takes eflact only on the fratifioation by
the Lagislature of Georgia of the Fourteenth
Amendment. No vote had been taken on the
Amendment in the Georgin Legislature at the
time the proolamations of the President and of
Mr. Beward, Jdeclaring its ratification, ware
izsned. Gieorgia is not named in these proola-
mations a8 one of the States by whose voles
the Amendment was ratified.

Bubszequently a vote was taken by the
Legislature of Georgia, and it was deoclared
ralified by a majority, according to McPher.
gon's Manual, of 10 in the Senate and 24
(others say 10) in the Honse, Bat included
in this vote were 30 perjured ex-Rebel mem-
hers who sat in violation of that clanse of the
Fourteenth Article itself which excludes from
holdivg office men who joined the Rebsllion
after haviog taken an offivisl oath to snpport
the Constitution. Add to these the 21 colored
members who have just besn illegally expelled,
and we have 63 members voting on that qnes-
tion, of whom 30 voted unlawfally; and if the
remaining 24 voted lawfolly, then they must
retnrn to thelr geats, and the recent decision
excluding them must stand for maught. If
Congress holds the entire 03 votes to have
been unlawful, then the Fourtesnth Amend-
ment bas not yet been adopted, and oonse-
quently Georgia is not yet in the Union. If
CUongress holSR the colored votes to hiave baen
lawiunl, it must see that the Georgia Legisla-
ture restores them to their geats bafore allow-
ing Georgia to resume her own seats in Con-
gress. The whole subject is, therefore, still
within the jarizdiction of Congress, and the
Rebels of Georgia will probably have to walk
out of the Georgia Legislature themselves, as
the net result of their motion.
